Maritime Mystery 
Book Attempts to Solve Mary Celeste 

On December 4, 1872, a 100-foot brigantine was 
discovered drifting through the North Atlantic without a 
soul on board — no sign of struggle, not a shred of 
damage — and no sign of Captain Benjamin Briggs of 
Marion, his wife and daughter, or his crew. The maritime 
mystery has long been fodder for speculation and the 
inspiration for various books and films including a little- 
known movie starring Bela Lugosi (The Phantom Ship), 
and a better-known short story by Sherlock Holmes' 
creator Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. It was even considered as 
a possible film project for Alfred Hitchcock, who later 
abandoned the idea. 

Now award-winning journalist Brian Hicks, co- 
author of Raising the Hunley, has written Ghost Ship: The 
Mysterious True Story of the Mary Celeste and Her Missing 
Crew (Ballantine Books, hardcover, $24.95), a book which 
purports to solve the mystery once and for all. 

The Mary Celeste was cursed as soon as she was 
launched on the Bay of Fundy in 1861. Her first captain 
died before completing the maiden voyage. In London 
she accidentally rammed and sank a British brig. Then, 
she was abandoned after a storm drove her ashore at 
Cape Breton. Recovered and refitted, in 1872 she fell to the 
reluctant command of Benjamin Spooner Briggs — who 
was at the helm when the Mary Celeste sailed into history.

or transfer station — Mattapoisett residents will most 
often call it "the dump/' 

The dump has moved many times since the town 
has been settled. In the beginning, residents disposed of 
rubbish and garbage in their backyards. This is why today 
during construction items lost in history will be found. 
The second place which was designated for a dump was 
Mahoney's Lane (across the street from the present Town 
Hall). This land was used because it was a lowland spot 
and needed filling. 

The second site of usage was on Route 6 where 
the former A&P took over in 1964, and is now the Salva- 
tion Army store. In 1909 the town was involved in a state 
lawsuit, which it lost, resulting in having two contractors. 
The Board of Health at that time noted, "we don't want 
two swill trucks on the road at the same time." 
Now 

Town Health Agent Dale Barrows said the name 
change was made in 1972 when state regulations dictated 
a larger and safer site. The dump was moved from the 
Industrial Park area to its present site because of Route 
195 being built. 

The next step was joining SEMASS in Rochester 

in 1988. 

The sanitary landfill is closed and capped for the 
dumping of trash and garbage. Mr. Barrows said, 
"Mattapoisett has one of the best reputations in the area 
towns for recycling." 

After so many moves, I am of the opinion that 
Mattapoisett is content, at last, with the latest move.

You dog is showing signs of infection or distention of his 
anal glands. These are small sacs just located inside the 
rectum that contain a musky smelling fluid that is 
expressed onto the surface of the stool when you dog 
defecates. Anal gland scent acts to mark a dogs' territory. 
Causes of irritation to the sacs can be infection, obstruction 
of the duct exiting the sacs or most commonly allergies. 
Dogs that scoot, lick their feet obsessively or have 
recurrent ear infections are show signs of allergies to food 
or something in the environment.

Eastover Farm Walk 

This week, the Trustees of Reservations and the 
Town of Rochester acquired an additional 53 acres of 
Eastover Farm, punctuated by its gently rolling fields, cut 
granite stone walls along Mary's Pond Road, and "Hiller" 
yellow buildings. While the project has two additional 
phases that are planned to close this year, the partnership, 
which also includes the Rochester Land Trust, the Town of 
Marion, and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, has 
preserved more than 490 acres in Rochester and Marion. 

According to Stephen Sloan, Area Manager for 
the Trustees of Reservations, "Our success to date is the 
result of very generous support from many individuals 
and the commitments that our partners have made to this 
project." The partnership is seeking to preserve another 
290 acres by the end of 2004.

T iH^j The Terminal. Starring Tom Hanks and Catherine Zeta- 
1 figT Jones. Directed by Steven Spielberg. Running time: 128 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

With The Terminal, Steven Spielberg gives us an amiable if 
rather toothless fable about a man without a country. Viktor 
Navorski (Tom Hanks), a citizen of the nation of Krakhozia, has 
come to New York on unspecified business. As luck would have it, 
Krakhozia has fallen to revolutionaries, so Viktor's passport is 
rendered invalid, and he's stuck at JFK International Airport until 
. . . well, nobody really knows. The problem with The Terminal is that 
it's also about a man without an identity. 

Viktor is based, incredibly enough, on a real-life case — an 
Iranian named Merhan Karimi Nasseri, who got waylaid at De 
Gaulle Airport in 1988 and has resided there ever since. Nasseri's 
story sounds more interesting — and more spikily human — than 
what Spielberg and his writers (Sacha Gervasi and Jeff Nathanson) 
have gleaned from the basic premise. Viktor falls into a routine at 
the well-appointed airport, a shining oasis with its own restaurants 
and stores; he figures out how to earn pocket change from collect- 
ing luggage carts, and he subsists on crackers and sleeps on rows 
of terminal seats. Viktor is a can-do guy — the sort of ingenious 
immigrant that forged America itself, Spielberg is saying. 

What passes for conflict here comes from the airport's security 
officer (Stanley Tucci), a harried and impersonal drone who just 
wants Viktor off his radar. It's a contest between two kinds of 
single-mindedness — the optimistic old-country kind and the 
jaded urban kind. Viktor won't budge, even when given a chance 
to leave illegally. You sense he's dealt with this kind of bureaucrat 
many times in Krakhozia. After a career of films spanning conti- 
nents and centuries, Spielberg narrows the struggle of the human 
condition down to one building and one man. The Terminal is 
Spielberg consciously downsizing. But one can't help thinking that 
he did this sort of minimalism better, and with much more verve, 
in early thrillers like Duel and the last hour of Jaws. 

Tom Hanks keeps his end of the bargain. He's practically the 
whole show, as he was in Cast Away (which this movie resembles 



in its theme of a marooned man making the best of a bad situation), 
and he works up a satisfyingly twisty accent that loosens up a bit 
as the movie goes on and Viktor learns more English. (All told, he's 
stuck at the airport for nine months — are we supposed to read a 
birth metaphor into that?) Hanks is now the all- American go-to 
guy (he rose to the position after Harrison Ford seemed to disre- 
gard it), and his performance as a foreigner is full of comic bits of 
incomprehension giving way to a native shrewdness. But after 
spending over two hours with Viktor, we've learned almost noth- 
ing about him except the contents of his mysterious can of Planters 
peanuts (and the heart-tugging backstory behind it). We leave with 
clearer impressions of the people Viktor meets, such as a lovestruck 
cafeteria worker (Diego Luna) or a floor-mopping Indian refugee 
(Kumar Pallana, veteran of three Wes Anderson films). 

Spielberg tries to inject a love story between Viktor and a 
romantically confused flight attendant (Catherine Zeta-Jones), but 
the subplot feels strained and groundless, leaving Zeta-Jones with 
virtually nothing to play. Eventually, The Terminal swells up to full 
Capra idolatry, surrounding Viktor with his new friends in shots 
that make It's a Wonderful Life look like a chilly art-house film. 
Spielberg has set himself the challenge of one location and a near- 
plotless structure, and the movie is certainly f luidly directed — he 
keeps it going almost as an exercise, the way Hitchcock took on the 
technical obstacles of Rope. But in the end, you're not quite sure 
why, other than the chance to play on what's been advertised as the 
biggest set in movie history, Spielberg has picked this story to tell. 
There's very little of him in it except the part of himself that can't 
resist schmaltz.

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Friendly Fireworks

Given that we're a scant two weeks shy of the annual 
big-bang celebration known as the Fourth of July I sup- 
pose it's only natural that discussions about fireworks are 
starting to heat up. But this year the topic seems to have a 
few in Marion seeing far more red than white or blue. 

Members of the Marion Police Brotherhood recently 
sent a signed letter to the Board of Selectmen expressing 
their ongoing concern over the safety issues surrounding 
the town's annual fireworks display ... a yearly Marion 
tradition which some residents continue to support and 
encourage (not to mention fund out of privately-collected 
donations), but which others have sharply criticized for 
drawing large numbers of "non-residents." Indeed, in their 
letter to the Selectmen, the Marion Police Brotherhood 
noted that for the past 20 years Marion has become host to 
not only the immediate tri-town area, but also those from 
New Bedford and the Upper Cape. 

"Each year the crowds of people attending this event 
become more transient in nature and less local commu- 
nity-oriented," the letter read. "Because of the huge influx 
of people, the Marion Police Department is heavily reliant 
on outside police agencies to assist us in security and main- 
taining the peace during this event." The Brotherhood has 
even gone so far as to characterize the event as "unsafe" 
and a "catastrophe waiting to happen" and they have 
asked town officials to consider returning it to a "family- 
oriented, town-only" celebration. 

Now, before anyone puts a match to this whole exclu- 
sionary, "not-in-my-backyard" powder keg, I think there 
is a valid argument to be made that Marion residents have 
long been footing the bill for this annual party in more 
ways than one — not least of which by dedicating a size- 
able contingent of their public safety force to coordinate 
and police the event. That they have somehow become the 
default source of July 4 entertainment for a growing num- 
ber of residents from Cape Cod to New Bedford really isn't 
their fault ... or their responsibility, for that matter. Frankly, I 
think they are to be commended for being such good neigh- 
bors every year and not turning people away from their 
booming backyard barbecue. 

But a mere "thank you" doesn't really suffice when 
you've spent a good chunk of change to stock up on food 
and drink and those neighbors not only show up empty- 
handed, but make your kids wait on them hand and foot 
and trash your lawn in the process. You know it would 
only be a matter of time before even the nicest, sweetest 
couple on the block would stop inviting those freeloaders 
back.

As luck would have it, Mattapoisett residents may get 
to benefit from a private fireworks display planned to com- 
memorate the opening of The Bay Club on the night be- 
fore Marion's show (Friday, July 2) this year and that may 
very well help pull a few spectators away from venturing 
into Marion on July 3. Mattapoisett Fire Chief Ronald Scott 
recently noted this would be the first fireworks display in 
his town since around 1960. 

Which got me to wondering: why should Marion he the 
sole provider of Fourth of July fireworks for the tri-towns and 
beyond every year? Isn't this something that truly could benefit 
from the oft-suggested 'regional approach'? 

Think about it. 

Marion ends up raising between $20,000 and $30,000 
to pay for the fireworks every year and has to commit both 
police and fire personnel to be on duty during the event, 
when it could just as easily be a shared tri-town celebra- 
tion for the benefit of all three communities, with costs 
and manpower shared three ways. 

Granted, there will never be any diplomatic or practi- 
cal way to restrict attendance to those from the three towns, 
but if Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester all shared in the 
costs and picked a central location — say, ORR High School 
— for the annual event, it could not only be better con- 
trolled but would also take the burden off Marion's shoul- 
ders for a change. I'm sure the three fire and police de- 
partments could also collaborate to provide details and 
mutual aid coverage for that one night, too. 

Maybe it's just time for Marion's neighbors to bring 
something to the party other than themselves.

ARTICLE 4: GENERAL BY-LAW 
AMENDMENT-CAPITAL PLANNING 
Voted that the town amend the General By- 
Laws of the town by deleting Article 2.3 in its 
entirety and replacing it with the following. 
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2.3 There shall be established a 
Capital Improvement Program for land 
purchases, construction and renovation of 
buildings, major equipment and machinery 
purchases, road and drainage construction, 
and the construction and reconstruction of 
special facilities such as local school projects, 
sewer and water mains, and water treatment 
and sewage disposal facilities. 

The Selectmen, Moderator and 
Chairman of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee shall appoint a Capital Planning 
Committee consisting of seven voting 
members to assist and advise the Town 
Administrator in preparing a five-year Capital 
Improvement Plan. Members shall serve 
terms of three years. Initially two members 
shall serve for one year, two for two years, 
and three for three years and may be 
reappointed.

2. A person who is a member of the 
Mattapoisett local School Committee; 

3. A person who represents the business, 
financial, or banking community; 

4. A person with experience in the manage- 
ment of construction activities; 

5. A person knowledgeable about the Town's 
needs in the areas of open space and 
recreation facilities or activities; 

6. The Finance Director/Town Accountant 
and Treasurer /Collector shall serve as ex- 
officio non-voting members; 

7. Town Administrator shall serve as an ex- 
officio non-voting member. 

And charge the Committee with: 

a. The committee shall study proposed 
capital projects, improvements, and equip- 
ment purchases that have a useful life of at 
least five years and cost over $10,000; 

b. Work with town departments and officers 
to compile an inventory of the town's 
facilities, equipment, machinery, and other 
capital assets; 

c. By November 15th of each years, each 
department, board, committee and commis- 
sion shall provide the Committee information 
concerning all anticipated capital outlays 
requiring Town Meeting appropriation for the 
ensuing five-year period; 

d. The Committee shall consider the relative 
need, impact, timing and cost of these 
expenditures and the effect each will have on 
the financial position of the Town of 
Mattapoisett; 

e. the Committee shall prepare an annual 
report recommending a Capital Improvement 
Budget for the next fiscal year and a Capital 
Improvement Program Plan, including capital 
improvements for the next five years. The 
report shall be submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen on or before January 15th of each 
year for consideration and approval; 

f . After presentation of the plan by the 
Selectmen at a public hearing, the Committee 
shall present the Capital Improvement Plan to 
the annual Town Meeting for its advisory vote 
of approval of fiscal year expenditures;
